WENT TO SEE M’KINLEY. 


John E. Searles, the Sugar Trust Secretary, Brings 
Pressure to Bear to Stop the Lexow 
Investigation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—The startling statement is published here to-day that 
John BH. Searles, Secretary of the Sugar Trust, had appealed to Mr. McKinley to 
use his influence in having an end put to the trust investigation now being made 
bY a State Senate Committee in this city. This Story says also that a repre- 
sentative from the President-elect is en route to urge the Republicans to drop 
the matter. 

At the Sugar Trust offices-no information other than that Mr. Searles was 

out’ of the city would be-given ‘out. A friend declared he Was tn Washington, 
Tt is certain that he is in contempt of the Investigating Committee, as he delib- 
erately ignored their subpoena and left the city. If the committee has the 
power it will punish him when he comes before it on Monday, as the members 
are very indignant at his boldness. The publication referred to handles the sub- 
ject in detail and among other things says: 

The Sugar Trust Secretary arrived at Canton on a-morning train Friday and 
declined to say to reporters who he was or why he had come, except to remark 
laughingly: “Oh, call me Smith, and say I am here for my health.’’ 

He entered the McKinley residence and took precedence over other callers. 
After being closeted with the President-elect for some time, he returned to his 
carriage and drove back to the station. 

There he met Mark Hanna, and the two drove back to the McKinley resi- 
Gence, where they had a long conference with Mr. McKinley. At the conclusion 
of the talk, Mr. Searles appeared to be very happy and took an _  east-bound 
train. It can be positively stated that the Lexow investigation was the subject 
under discussion and that the powers of the new National Administration will 
be invoked to prevent anything but a whitewashing report. Mr. Searles’ gave 
as a ground why assistance should be extended the large financial aid that Mc- 
Kinley received from the trust during the campaign. 

Canton dispatches say the New York machine will receive an intimation that 
the trust investigators must go slow, or incur the enmity of the National Ad- 
ministration. 

It will be further hinted that if the State organization desires patronage, any 
Gecided action against trusts will be regarded as a good reason why it should 
be withheld. 

The departure to-day of one of McKinley's closest friends for Florida gives 
color to this belief. Thomas C. Platt is in Florida and he is the man consulted 
by the new Administration on affairs of this State. 

John E. Parsons, counsel for the Sugar Trust, when asked where Mr. Searles 
Was, replied: “I will not answer that question, but when the proper time comes 
I expect to have something to say on the subject.”

WEYLER SHOT AY. 


He and His Troops Subjected ‘to a Suc- 
cession of Ambuscades and 


Carpeiays.

KEY WEST, Fla., Feb. 6.—As Gen. Wey- 
ler was marching with his columns just 
before entering Santa Clara, his horse was 
shot under. him by a Cuban sharp-shooter. 
It is supposed the shot came from a dis- 
tant hillside. Throughout the march from 
Rodas he was assailed by missiles of this 
kind and several times barely escaped be- 
ing wounded. 

A Spanish force of 500 men was ambushed 
Wednesday night near Nazarene, just west 
of Santa Clara, where Gen. Weyler was then, 
and narrowly escaped annihilation. As the 
Spaniards were crossing a bridge mines 
were exploded, killing twenty or thirty men 
and wounding many more. The blowing up 
of the bridge divided the Spanish force. 
The Cubans fired on those in the rear and 
then charged with machetes. 

Many Spaniards were driven into the 
creek, where they were drowned. The sol- 
diers in the rear column just managed to 
escape annfhilation. 

The Cubans captured fifty prisoners and 
report over 150 Spaniards killed, drowned 
or wounded and missing. The Cuban loss 
was slight.

LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 6.—The Arkan- 
sas quarantine against Missouri horses and 
mules went into effect to-day. Representa- 
tive Short of Fulton County, when asked 
to-day why he pressed the measure, said: 

“The act is virtually a copy of the Mis- 
souri statute against Arkansas cattle, copied 
and changed so as to exclude Missour! and 
Western horses from Arkansas markets. 
Missouri, by arbitrarily refusing to extend 
her quarantine regulations so as to conform 
to the regulation adopted by the general 
Government, has entailed untold loss upon 
the cattlemen of North Arkansas, The peo- 
ple of Arkansas and their representatives 
are liberal-minded men, and are inclined to 
treat Missouri and her people fairly. We 
would like to exchange our healthy cattle 
for her healthy horses and mules, yet if 
she sees proper to exclude our cattle, we 
know of no reason why we should not ex- 
clude her horses.”’ 

Power is given by the act to the Commis- 
sioner of Mines, Manufacture and ‘Agri- 
culture to extend or Hmit the operation of 
the act whenever, in his opinion, such 
action would prove beneficial or detrimental 
to the agricultural] interest vf this State. 


Local horse and mule dealers are not much 
exercised over the law just passed by the 
Arkansas Legislature quarantining against 
Missouri stock of that class. 

They say that Arkansas cannot raise one- 
fourth of what is needed and the farmers 
will be compelled to come to St. Louis 
for their supply. 

The horse traders claim they will not suf- 
fer to any extent under the new law as 
fewer horses go to Arkansas than any other 
Southern State, and the great majority of 
those that do go there are plugs, worth 
from $15 to $2 a head. 

There is a considerable demand for this 
class from a set of buyers known among 
horsemen as ‘“‘snake hunters.”” They come 
to this market to buy the cheapest animals 
and will not look at really good stock. 

The passing of this demand will allow deal- 
ers to engage in a more profitable trade. 
Little Rock and Hot Springs are the only 
money making markets St. Louls men have 
in the State, 

The mule industry depends largely upon 
the cotton arop If it is a successful year a 
good business is deme here, but when the 
crop is bad, as was the case last year, lit- 
tle is done. Planters usually buy what is 
known as the “‘cotton mule,” ranging from 
14 to 15 hands in height. Lumber men de- 
mand a larger animal. 

Many plug mules go into the State at 
regulation prices, but the best quality bring 
from $40 to O $60.

GAS EXPLOSION, 


A Brooklyn Ferry Boat Blown to Pieces 
Just After Six Hundred 
People Got Off.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—A gas tank on the 
Brooklyn ferryboat Columbia exploded just 
after she entered her slip at Grand street 
this morning, blowing up the deck and 
wrecking the vessel. The last passenger of 
600 had just left the boat as the explosion 
occurred, Only for this scores of lives would 
have been lost. Only two persons were in- 
jured. As the last passenger walked through 
the gates the forward partion of the deck 
next to the slip was lifted up. The flooring 
and cross beams, torn and twisted, flew 
into the air and flames and smoke belched 
from the hold below. 

Hardly a whole pane of glass was left in 
the vessel. Hugh McAtear, a deck hand, 
was filling the tank, which wasl0x6é feet, 
with gas when the explosion occurred, and 
his escape from instant death was remark- 
able. He was thrown several feet and land- 
ed on his face. 

A colored bootblack was thrown through 
a window and fell on top of the piling which 
separates the ferry «lips. 

The cause of the explosion was a leak. in 
the gas tank. A lantern stood on a shelf 
not far from the tank. This ignited the gas 
and the explosion followed. 

The report of the explosion was heard 
more than half a mile away and windows 
were broken in all directions. Great excite- 
ment followed and it became necessary to 
call out the police reserves.

Thomas B. Reed Feels So Sure of the 
Speakership That He Has Se- 
lected His Committees.

PENDING SCHOOL BILIS. 

The thorough work of the committee 
| which prepared the Civic Federation 
school bill is fully attested by the fact 
that the advocates of other schemes have 
adopted all the provisions, making only 
such changes as are necessary to pro- 
vide for the different methods of appoint- 
ing the board, The General Assembly, 
however, will make a grave mistake if it 
assumes that because so much of the 
Civic Federation bill is retained that the 
changes made are immaterial.. The pur- 
pose of the bill may be effectually de- 
stroyed by the changes which defeat the 
system of responsibility, which is so care- 
fully provided for in the bill. 

The Post-Dispatch has been foremost 
in bringing to light the wretched mis- 
management and want of responsibility 
and scandals which have characterized 
the administration of the present board 
and the movement for reform which re- 


sulted in the appointment of the Civic 


Federation committee, and the prepara- 
tion of the bill now pending was the re- 
sult of this exposure.

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FLIRTING ON THE TRAINS. 

The bill which has been introduced in 
the Missouri Legislature making it a 
penal offense for railway conductors and 
brakemen to flirt with female passengers 
is only another evidence of the prevailing 
tendency of the times. The people have 
been aroused to the necessity of regulat- 
ing the corporations. Particularly against 
railway corporations is the power of the 
various States, in legislative session as- 
sembled, now being directed. 

We hail with acclaim every movement 
bcalculated to curb corporation power and 
prestige. Every proposition looking to 
the cutting of that sort of feathers meets 
with our approval. But we must be care- 
ful lest, in dethroning King Stork, we 
do not crown King Log. The bill to pro- 
hibit railroad flirtation by corporation 
employes should be broadened enough to 
include everybody. 

There may be, concealed behind this 
bill, a conspiracy to foster a closer and 
more tyrannical monopoly in flirtation 
than any from which we have as yet suf- 
fered. For lo these many years the young 
commercial traveler has had but one 
competitor. His pulchritude, his elo- 
quence, his persuasive powers, and his 
ready adaptation of means to ends, have 
made him scorn all but one rival, The 
uniformed, handsome and glib-tongued 
railroad man has been the only one to 
bear a lance against him in the field. 

The young commercial traveler has 
fought a gallant fight. He has held his 
ground magnificently when we consider 
that he has a uniformed foe to face, for 
if there is one thing more than another 
which takes the female “ye and fancy, 
it is livery. It is surprising that the 
young commercial traveler was not long 
ago driven from the field and the fact 
that he was not is the highest testimony 
to his skill and address. 

But he feels bis disadvantage, and with 
that intelligence which is his prevailing 
characteristic, it is possible that he may 
have inspired this legislative attempt to 
put his old rivals out of the race. If he 
can succeed, his own monopoly will be 
complete and he may say, whenever he 
boards a train: “I am monarch of all I 
survey; my right there is none.to dis- 
pute.”’ 

If we are going in for the destruction of 
monopoly we must make clean work of it. 
We move to extend the operation of the

STREET RAILWAY ASSESSMENTS 
AND FRANCHISE TAXES, 


W. J. WARD IS THEIR AUTHOR. 


The Assessment Bill Comes Up in the 
House on Monday for 


Passage. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—Repre- 
sentative Watd’s street railway assessment 
bill—one of the most important measures 
before the present General Assembly, will 
probably come up in the House Monday for 
final passage. 

As previously detailed in the Post-Dis- 
patch this bill provides for the more uni- 
form assessment and taxation of street 
railways in cities having a population of 
100,000 or over. This makes the bill appli- 
cable only to St. Louis and Kansas City. 
So far, in its legislative course, this bill has 
had comparatively smooth sailing, but it 
is expected that when the final vote comes, 
there will be some violent opposition. Sev- 
eral members of the Kansas City delegation 
are suspected of being against it, but it is 
known that Representative Walmsley—he 
who distinguished himself by voting against 
the fellow servant bill—will make a fight on

the measure. True, his fight may not 
amount to much, but he will certatnly vote 
against it, for it is recorded that Represent- 
ative Walmsley is a corporation statesman 
from start to finish, and he is frank enough 
to practically make the admission. Other 
members of the Kansas City delegation 
have made remarks a few times something 
about ‘“‘protests of their constituents,” etc., 
all of which leads to the conclusion that Mr. 
Ward will not have the united support of 
Kansas City in the hearing of his bill, A 
majority of the St. Louis delegation are 
bel‘eved to favor the bill. 

Representative Ward is one of the most 
intelligent men in the Assembly. He is 
aggressive and knows how to push a Dill 
through probably as well as any other 
member of the House. It is his chief am- 
bition, he says, to see the enactment of the 
bills. ‘he has introduced, the most impor- 
tant of which are three in number. 

Two of Mr. Ward's bills are somewhat 
similar in title, and on account of this there. 
is some confusion between the two. Fol- 
lowing is the full text of the Ward street 
railroad assessment bill, the measure 
which it is expected will pass the House 
Monday: 

Section 1. On or before the first day 
of Junuary in each year the president 
or other chief officer of every street 
railroad company in every city of this 
state having a population of 100,000 in- 
habitants or over, whose line is now or 
shall hereafter become so far completed 
and in operation as to run horse cars, 
electric cars, cable cars or cars propelled 
by any other device for the transporta- 
tion of passengers, shall furnish to the 
State Auditor a statement, duly sub- 
scribed and sworn to by sald president 
or other chief officer, before some officer 
authroized to administer oaths, setting 
out in detail the full length of the line, 
so far as completed, including branch 
or leased lines, the entire length in this 
state, the length of double or side tracks 
the length of such line located upon real 
estate to which such company may have 
title as right of way, the length of such 
line located upon the public streets or 
thoroughfares of any city, together with 
all cars motors, grip cars, live-stock, 
electric trolley wires, cables, cable con- 
duits, power houses, stables and all 
other property, real, personal or mixed 
owned, used or leased on the first day o 
June, which may be used in or incident 
to the operation of such street railroad, 
the length of such line in each county, 
municipal township and city through or 
in which it is located, and the cash value 
of the several items embraced in the 
statement. 

Sec. 2. At the time of furnishing the

The said property returned to 
the State Auditor, as by the first section 
of this act required, 1 be subject to 
taxation for state, county, municipal and 
other purposes to the same extent as 
the real and personal prope 
persons, and the same shall be 
apportioned, certified and 
there n levied and collected at 
and in the manner whick is now or may 
hereafter be provided by law for ‘the 
assessment and taxation of other Ffall- 
road property. 

Sec. 4. It being the purpose of this 
act to make the property of street rafi- 
roads in cities having 100,000 inhabitants 
or over assessable and taxable in the 
game manner which is now or may here- 
after be provided by law for the assess- 
ment and taxation of other railroad 
property. All acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent or in conflict herewith, are 
hereby repealed. 

Mr. Ward's second bill, which ts also re- 
garded as very important, is to provide for 
the taxing of franchises, and requiring the 
State Bourd of Equalization to vaiue the 
same, and providing penalties for viola- 
tion. An emergency clause is attached. The 
following is a verbatim copy of the fran- 
chise tax bill: 

Section 1. Every railway company, 
street railway company, telegraph com- 

any, telephone company, electric 
ight company, electric power com- 
pany, gas company, water works, 
company, ferry company, bridge com- 
pany, turnpike company, toll wate com- 
pany, palace car company, dining car 
company, sleeping car company, chair 
car company, conduit company, express 
company, press dispatch company and 
every other like company, corporation 
association or individual having 
or exercising any _ special  privi- 

lege or franchise in this State, not al- 
lowed by law to natural persons, or per- 
forming any public or quasi public serv- 
ice, shall, in addition to the other taxes 
imposed on them by law, annually pay 
on the true value of its franchise a tax 
of 15 cents on each $100 valuation thereof 
for State purposes, and 10 cents on each 
$100 for the payment of all State indebt- 
edness to the State, and a local tax 
thereon to the county, city, incorporated 
town or village, towmship, taxing dis- 
trict anJ school district where its fran- 
chise or franchises may be exercised. 
Said taxes to be collected as other taxes 
are collected, and for like purposes. 

Sec. 2. The State Board of Equaliza- 
tion shall apportion the amount and val- 
ue of the franchise that shall be sub- 
jected to taxation for local purposes, in 
the various subdivisions of the State 
and county, as*set forth in section 1, and 
said amount so apportioned shall pay 
the same rate per hundred dollars in 
said subdivisior® as other property of 

rivate persons pay for the like purpose 

n said subdivision. 

Sec. 3. In order to procure evidence to 
determine the value of franchises men- 
tioned in this act, the corporations, cum- 
panies, associations or individuals men- 
tioned in this act shall, annually, be- 
tween the first day of August and the 
first day of September of 1897, and be- 
tween the first day of January and the 
first day of February in all succeeding 

ears, make and delivé? to the State 

oard of ualization a statement, veri- 
fied by oath of its president, cashier 
secretary, treasurer, manager or chief 
officer or agent, in such form as the 
board may prescribe, showing the fql- 
lowing facts, viz.: The name and prin- 
cipal place of business of the corpora- 
tion, company, association or individual, 
the kind of business engaged in, the 
amount of capital .stoek paid up, the 
par and real value thereof, the h'ghest 
price at which such stock was @1d at 

a bona fide sale within 12 months next 
before the first day of August, 1897, and 
thereafter before J the first of 
the year in which the statement is re- 
quired to be made; the amount of sur- 
plus funds and undivided profits and the 
value of all other assets; the total 
amount of indebtedness, and whether 
secured b mortgage, the amount 
and number of bonds, and _ the 
interest they bear; the amount of gross 
earnings springing from, arising out 6f, 
or in any way emanating from their 
plant used in this State, and their in- 
come, including interest on their invest- 
ments and incomes from all other 
sources, for twelve months next preced- 
ing the first day of August, 1897, and the 
first day of January thereafter, of the 
year in which the statement le mequired:

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the State 
Board of Equalization, immediately afjer

ave thirty days from the time of recelv-

Any corporation, company, asso- 
ciation or other holder or user of any 
franchise subfect to assessment and tax- 
ation under the provisions of this act, 
or any officer thereof, willfully failing or 
refusing to make reports as required 
herein, shall be deemed gu'lty of a mis- 
demeanor, and fined $500 for each offense, 
and $50 for each day the same {s not made 
after it is required by this act. 

Sec. 7. The State Board of. Equaliza- 
tion, to carry out in full this act, may 
visit any part of the State and view the 
properties of any company, corporat‘on,,. 
association or person owning, operatin 
or using any franchise, or may sen 
svecial agents to view the same, and the 

rd of tts special agents shall have 
power to {ssue subpoenas for witnesses, 
admin’ster oaths, and can send for books 
and papers, and enforce its orders by at- 
tachment, and have the same powers for 
eliciting testimony as a Circult Court. 
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their true value for taxation as herein 
provided shall be deemed sufficient 
grounds for the impeachment of the 
members so failing or refusing to act. 

Sec. 11. The Board shall certify to the 
Auditor the valuation of all franchises 
in the State, and to the County Clerk of 
each county the value of the franchise 
apportioned to it and to each subdivis- 
ion thereof, and any omission or mis- 
take shall be remedied by said Board 
upon the application of the Auditor, or 
the County Court or Clerk thereof, of 
eny county entitled by this act to re- 
ceive a tax upon any franchise used or 
exercised therein. 

Sec. 12, There being no law by which 

taxes on franchises can be collected, and 
the time for the first assessment arriv- 
ing before the expiration of ninety days, 
creates an emergency within the mean- 
ing of the constitution; therefore, this. 
act shalt take effect and be in force from 
and after its passage. 
By reference to the foregoing it will be 
observed that there is a marked difference 
between the two bills, although they are 
}along the same lines. There is some doubt 
as to the passage of these bills in the Sen- 
ate, although the House will probably pass 
them with such an overwhelming majority 
as to give the Senate a straight pointer on 
what is expected from that body.

Cottonhead Schmidt and 


the Others Who Will Be 


Hanged for Murdering Betram A. Atwater. 


Peter Schmidt, who is in his 17th year, 
and has not outgrown his childish so0- 
briquet of Cottonhead, will be slain by pro- 
cess of law at Clayton, St. Louis County, 
Mo., on Feb. 16, unless the mandate of the 
Gupreme Court is interfered with. 

The execution of a towheaded boy of 16 
years for murder is as unique as the impli- 
cation of such a lad in a scheme to rob 
and slay the wayfarer on the public high- 
Way. 

Cottonhead has not the appearance of a 
murderer and robber. He is a. well-grown, 
lanky lad, with a tow ‘head, a thin neck 
and big light eyes. He has grown several 
finches since he and his cousin John and 
the negro, Sam Foster, were locked up for 
murdering Bertram A. Atwater. He weighs 
19 pounds probably, and is about 5 feet 7 
inches high: He Is sullen looking and im- 
pertinent in manner, and would impress 
the average man who eaw him and ques- 
tioned him, without knowing his record, 
as in sore need of a sound thrashing.

He and Miss Genevieve 
Orton of Webster Groves were to be mar- 
ried in a few months and he came to visit 
her at her father’s beautiful country home. 
He made close connections at Union Station 
and did not have time to get shaved. He 
knew there was a barber shop at Webster 
Groves and he would have ample time to 
make his toilet there before going to his 
flancee’s home. 

Cottonhead Schmidt was at the depot 
when the train stopped at Webster Groves. 
His business was to look out for a subject 
for his cousin John, and their negro chum, 
Sam Foster, to rob.

Foster did not confess his share in the 
}murder till long after both the Schmidts 
weakened and told their stories. 

Cottonhead was tried first, and much +o 
his surprise convicted of murder in the first 
degree. Sam Foster’s trial followed. He 
Was not surprised at the result. Neither 
was anyone else. In some communities the 
jury might have resolved itself into a vigi- 
lance committee and hanged him without 
benefit of clergy solely on his looks, and 
not aroused any great marvel. 

John Schmidt was not well enough to be 
tried at that time, but his turn came event- 
ually, and the result was the same. The 
jury in each case obeyed the public demand 
that Atwater’s death should be avenged. 


They all appealed.

Would 
Cottonhead carry the visitor’s valise and 
act as guide? Surely. 

Atwater went to the barber shop and Cot- 
tonhead slipped out and notified John 
Schmidt and Sam Foster. It was agrecd 
that they should lie in wait at a foot bridge 
over a ravine near ex-County Treasurer H. 
L. Wilson’s home. It was an ideal spot for 
their purpose. A line of trees on one side 
of the road and a hedge on the other af- 
forded excellent hiding places for foot- 
pads. 

While Sam Foster and John Schmidt were 
arming themselves and repairing to the 
ambush Cottonhead returned to the barber- 
shop. He waited patiently till Mr. Atwater 
Was groomed and ready to present himself 
to his betrothed. They set out for the Or- 
ton hhome, Cottonhead carrying the valise 
and the artist with his collar turned up, 
because of a lI'ght rain, and his right hand 
clutching a revolver because of the possi- 
bility of footpads. He was halted on the 
bridge and shot the robber who spoke to 
him. The wounded man fired at the same 
instant, and at the same time another foot- 
pad rushed forward and fired two shots. 
Atwater fell dead. Cottonhead Schmidt ran 
back to the village. He was scared. He 
found John Fieldson, the Constable, and 
told him a man had been shot. Fieldson or- 
ganized a posse and investigated. People 
living in the vicinity of the tragedy had 
also come out of their homes to see what 
the shooting was about. M. R. Strickland 
found Atwater dead on the bridge. He was 
shot through the head. The Constable and 
his party came up just as Strickland made 
his discovery. Groans were heard coming 
from the shadow of the hedge and John 
Schmidt was found there, shot through the 
left lung and apparently dying. 


' He told the story of the murder, naming 
Sam Foster.as his accomplice, but refusing 
at first to tell who told them that Atwater 
would pass that way. It was thought that 
John "would die, and he was taken to his 
father’s home. Sam Foster was arrested 
and an hour or 96 later Peter Schmidt was 
locked up. “It t60k afl that time for the of- 
ficers to realize that the tow-headed young- 
ster might be one ofthe murderers. There 
was an attempt to tynch Cottonhead and 
Sam Foster before morfiIng, but it was 
foiled by Constabie Fieldson sr 
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they were both sentenced to be hanged on 
Feb. 16. The Governor will be asked to in- 
terfere, but it is not thought that he will 
do more than give a short respite, if he 
grants even that small and customary 
mercy. 

John Schmidt’s appeal was passed on last 
Monday. He is to hang on March 10 unless 
executive clemency prolongs his life. 

John is a slender, ignorant-looking fellow, 
with a sallow skin, pale eyes, a fuzzy beard 
on his chin and symptoms of a, mustache. 
He is not so reticent as his cousin, but will 
not talk about his case. 

Sam Foster merely grins when he is ques- 
tioned and retires to his cell like a béast 
to its den.

there have been occasional times when all 
have combined in somie charitable enter- 
prise, the so-called ‘“‘White House crowd” 
is how entirely separated from all the rest. 
Some lines are at present drawn very rigidly 
and differently from those of a year ago, 
as some of the former Jeaders in the smart 


set are wives of prominent Democrats who 
did not vote for McKinley, and as Mr3. Mc- 
Kinley refuses to entertain or be entertained 
by them or to speak to them, it has caused 
some feeling in the “Market street crowd. 

The principal amusement of the ladies of 
the exclusive set is progressive euchre, which 
is Mrs. McKinley's favorite game. Drive 
whist has been recently introduced, but has 
not been received with much favor, except: 
among some of the men, but Mr. McKinley | 
is very fond of a rubber of whist, and it is 
in this way that he is most often entertained 
by his friends. 

Many card ~— are given in Canton 
from 10 o'clock in the morning to 2 in the 
avternoon, the guests being served with 
lunch at noon. A few efternoon teas have 
been given by the more advanced members 
of society, but as there is not the conven- 
tional crush usual at afternoon receptions, 
they have not been enjoyed, but have been 
helped out by games of cards, such as the 
“game of capitals,’’ where the ladies sub- 
mit to an examination in their geography. 

The refreshments are invariably the same, 
and consist of slices of ham, thick bread and 
butter and pickles sérved ©n small tables 
covered with elaborate tea cloths and fol- 
oe by bulk ice cream and home-made 
cake. 

Small dinners are fashionable and a con- 
stant round of gaiety of this kind is kept up 
during the season. Each member of the set 
entertains in turn and the menu, which is 
daintily carried out, consists of fried chick- 
en, mashed potatoes and cold slaw, with 
preserved peaches and two kinds of cake for 
dessert. Cards follow these dinner parties. 

Mrs. McKinley, owing to her frail consti- 
tution, usually entertains by giving a mu- 
sicale, and the McKinley musicales have be- 
come famous. Miss Catherine Huntington 
of Pittsburg is her favorite singer and al- 
most always assists her in entertaining. 
She sings dramatically. Mrs. McKinley’s 
favorite songs, which she always has on the 
programme, are “Louisiana Lou” and “‘Ala- 
bama Coon,” which Miss Huntington sings 
with great fervor and acts realistically, as 
well as the many campaign songs, a huge 
pile of which is kept beside the piano in the 
McKinley drawing-room. Miss Huntington 
will assist in the musfcales to be given at the 
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Mrs. ~MeKinley’s trends who will spend 
part of the time with her in Washington are 

harming ladies. Owe of them, who a 
Front favorite with Afr. McKinley, is Mrs. 
McCormack, who became quite notorious in 
the capital city a few years ago by her quick 
wit. She belongs to one of the aristocratic 
families of Canton and, although she makes 
Mrs. McKinley’s dresses, is one of the close 
social friends of the family. 

At a dinner given in Washington while 
Mr. McKinley was in Congress, a member 
of the British legation was introduced to 
Mrs. McCormack, and said: “I know the 
McCormack family: of London, an old 
Scotch family.

One of the closest friends of Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley is Mrs. Mary Roll, who lived in the 
old Lester’ homestead in Canton, with 
whom Mr. and Mars. McKinley have taken 
Christmas dinner for many years. 

Mrs. Marsh Barber, a sister of Mrs. Mc- 
Kimley’s, who with her family occupy the. 
old Saxton home on South Market street, 
is the leading spirit in the associated char- 
ities of Canton, and one of the society lead- 
ers. Miss McKinley, a sister of Mr. McKin- 
ley, will also be a guest at the White 
House and will be one of the members of 
the family. 

Mrs. Judge W. R. Day, whose husband 
has been spoken of as Attorney-General, 
lives in an old-fashioned house on Market 
street which has always been the most cul- 
tured home of Canton. It was her father’s 
house, and he, Mr. Schafer, has the best 
library in the city.

IOWA TWO-CENT FARES. 


The Railroad Commissioners Opposed 
to the Reduction. 


DES MOINES, Io., Feb. 6.—On January 
14 W. W. Field, President of the State Ag- 
ricultural Society, addressed a letter to the 


Board of Railroad Commissioners of this 
State, asking in view of the discussion now 
going on in relation to a minimum rate of 2 
cents per mile for passenger traffic, what 
rate would be fair for both sides. The com- 
missioners have replied at considerable 
length, and although they do not express 
themselves flatly on the matter, they are of 
the opinion that a 2-cent rate at the pres- 
ent time will be very unjust to the roads. 
They go deeply into the statistics of recent 
years and say: 

“The statistics indicate that at the pres- 
ent time the average fare charged in Iowa 
is less than the actual cost of transporta- 
tion and that within the last three or four 
years passenger earnings have decreased 
without a corresponding decrease in the 
cost of doing business.”’ 

The board states that its answer to Mr. 
Field is of an. unofficial nature, but it is 
none the less of the opinion that injustice to 
the railroads of the State, passenger fares 
could not at the present time be reduced.

Ex-Police Commissioner John A, Lee was 
the first speaker. He supposed the mass 
meeting was to ratify the late Democratic 
sweep in Missouri. The party hadn’t done 
80 badly. With 6,000,000 votes behind it the 
cause would never die. 

Chairman Folk then introduced Hon. C. J. 
Smythe as a man from Bryan’s State. The 
new Attorney General'of Nebraska is a tall, 
handsome gentleman, with wavy iron gray 
hair. He is a silver tongued orator, and 
exceedingly graceful in address. After a 
glowing tribute to ex-Gov. Stone, he said: 
“Democracy has come. back to what its 
fathers intended it to be—the party of the 
people.

CIVIC MISRUBLE. 


Lee Meriwether’s Litany of Local Of- 
ficialdom’s Neglect. 


Fellow .Citizens—I am glad to greet you. 
St. Louts is the fifth city of this great Union 
of forty-five States and seventy million peo- 
ple. It ig the second city of the West; it is 
the very first city—first in size, in import- 
ance, in grand possibilities, of the entire 
Mississippi Valley. 

I am glad to meet the owners of so great 
acity. Each and all of you own an equal 
share in this public corporation, but I fear 
you have not wisely watched your interests, 

You and I are fellow stockholders int the 
corporation of the City,of St. Louis, and, 
there is not one of us who is not daily and 
hourly concerned in the problem of good city 
government. 

In the morning when you wash your face 
—even Democrats belonging to the “great 
unwashed” are said to use water to that 
extent—the water is cheap and clear if your 
city government is able and honest; but if it 
is corrupt, inefficient—if the sleep of the peo- 
le has placed in power corrupt politicians 
nstead of patriotic officials—then that 
water is merely an expensive article of M's. 
sissipp! mud. 

The food you eat is good or bad accord- 
ing to whether the city’s inspector’s are 
honest and faithful, employed on business 

rinciples, or time-serving politicians hold- 
ng place because of political services, not 
— of ability to make careful inspec- 

ons, 

When you start to work in the morning 
you traverse streets that are clean and 
paved, or you wade through mire and 
mud, according to whether the millions of 
money you have paid in taxes have been 
wisely and honestly expended in street 
paving, or whether a big slice of those 
millions thave gone into the capacious 

kets of corrupt contractors and faith- 
ess officials! 

If you ride to your work the street car 
may be clean and comfortable, or it may 
be filthy and crowded. You may pay 5 
cents, or the fare may be only 3 cents. 
Enough cars may be running to afford you 
@ seat, or they may be so scarce as to 
oblige you to hang to a strap. All de- 
pends upon whether your officials have 
sought to serve you, or to serve the mag- 
nates who own the railways. 

A gas company may furnish good light 
at a cheap rate, or it may impress upon a 
million people every night that they are 
paying a big price for gas that is little bet- 
ter than a tallow candle. 

The effect of State and national Govern- 
ment-is often intangible because so indirect, 
so remote, but in a thousand ways does city 
government mean daily comfort, daily 
health, daily happiness—or daily disgust,

in any raliroad, in any private 
corporation can be so valuable as the stock 
which every citizen owns in his city govern- 
ment. At best your railroad st n but 
make money for you. At worst it can only 
in city government may involve not only 
your money but your life and liberty. A poor 
olice force may have you at the mercy of 
Sastonda and burglars; an incom t fire 
department may let your house burn over 
our head. 
ss corrupt or vindictive police jud ap- 
ointed by your Mayor may sweep aside the 
aw and convert our very courts into places 
where crimo is compounded, where the 
mean malice of small souls is sated, where 
the scales of Justice are snatched from her 
hand and she covers her face to hide her 
shame and tears. 

It is because of this direct, this daily in- 
terest which every citizen has in good city 
government that my heart rejoices at the 
evidence here to-night for the people's re- 
awakening. 

Too lone have you slumbered; and while 
you have busied yourselves with your pri- 
vate affairs your public servants, forget- 
ting their sacred trust and duty, have plun- 
dered you of invaluable public property. 

One Snndred and fifty miles of St. Louis 
streets are occupied by private corpora- 
tions—street railways, telegraphs, telephone, 
gas and electric light companies, 

The privileges granted merely one class 
of these corporations—street raiflways—are 
worth $1,478,582 a year. Have your public 
servants watched your interests and secured 
for you that large rental? Or have they 
given that vast sum that rightly belongs 
to all the people, to the favored few who 
know how to manipulate a municipal as- 
sembly? ‘ 

Let the City Treasurer’s books answer 
this question. Forty-seven thousand and 
five hundred dollars is all that you, the 
owners of the streets of St. Louis, teceive 
for franchises worth millions of dollars. 

In St. Louis are 20,000 heads of families 
eager for work; but there is no work for 
their hands, no bread for their wiyes and 
little ones. 

Were that $1,478,582, which of right belongs 
to the people, used to give those 20.000 men 
three months’ employment, how different 
would be St. Louis’ aspect! 

There would be fewer railway magnates, 
but on every side would reseund the pick 
and the shovel. the hammer and the chisel. 
That army of 20,000 men, instead of drifting 
on a shoreless sea of misery, would be busy 
on public works... The streets: would be 
cleaned, the city would be beautiful and 
adorned—even the new City Hall, that mine 
of fat contracts, that monument to incom- 
petent officials, might be completed! 

All this, citizens, might be done had your 
interests been guarded in the one single 
particular of street railways. Had your 
public servants protected you in all direc- 
tions, had they exacted reasonable pay- 
ment for the right to string telephone and 
telegraph wires. to.lay gas pipes; had thev 
prevented ‘‘boodle’’ contracts—in short, hand 
they served the people who elected them in- 
stead of that small class of corporations 
which controls them, there would be no cry 
as at present of an empty city treasury, no 
talk of Gsuing $10,000,000 of bonds, no de- 
manu for higher taxes. 


When you seek to nmght these wrongs, 
what answer do the magnates and tax 
dodgers make you? They denounce you as 
a demagocue. If that does not s'lerce 
you, they brand you as an anarchist agita- 
tor! My friends, is the anarch'st he who 
denounces law breaking, or he who who 
does the law breaking? 

Do not some of the powerful street rail- 
way corporations of th's city dally violate 
our laws? The law declares that a $25 
license shall be paid on each and every car 
used in carrying passengers in St. Tou's. 
Do the street railway compan‘es obey this 
law? No! On 189 cars they do not pay a 
dollar of license. 


In 1895 on this one item of car licenses 
St. Louis was defrauded of $4,725, simply 
because your City Collettor, Mr. Ziegen- 
hein, is fond of induleing oes oorpora- 
tions as employ thovsands:of meén and wield 
political power. When 8 deputy in the 
Labor Bureau asked why ‘thé law was not 
enforeed against these street railway com- 
panies; Mr. Ziegenhein’s ant reply was 
that it was none of the public’s business! 

By law every mile of street railway must 
be taxed. Do your public servants enforce 
that law? No! In 189% the Union Depot 
Line was made to pay taxes on only thirty- 
four miles of track, although the company 
owned and overated: more than twice that 
number of miles. This one piece of favorit- 
ism shown this company defrauded the peo- 
ple of thousands of dollars! 


All the street railways.of St. Louis are 
obligated by their contract with the city 
to clean and pave the streets between their 
tracks and for a space of.ane foot on either 
side of their tracks. Do your public ser- 
vants compel the street car companies to 
comply with this obligation? No! The city 
must clean the streets between the railwav 
tracks or that portion of the streets will 
remain uncleaned.

Yesterday in an afternoon paper Mr. M.’ 


J. Murphy of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments justifies the street railways on the 
plea that, although poor, they have ex- 
pended millions of dollars to open up 
suburbs to the people. Franchise taxes 
and 4-cent fares, says Mr. Murphy, are ali 
right for other citfes, but won’t do for Bt. 
Louis. Mr. Murphy, to the contrary not- 
withstanding the favoritism shown the rail- 
ways, cannot be justified upon the ground 
that those corporations merit leniency on 
the part of the assessor. Street railways 
are “poor” eh? Why. my friends, the cable 
line which passes in front of this hall pays 
its stockholders 5 per cent on $4,440,000. But 
it pays the people of St. Louis taxes on only 


$622, 630. 

In order to conceal his real profits the 
street railway magnate pretends that he 
has invested far more than he has. By 
watered stocks and bonds he seeks to cover 
up his profits; but even with all their water 
the profits of the street ratiways of this 
city are so*large that the fact cannot be 
concealed from the pedple.

value of the monopoly of the use of the 
streets which you, the people of St, Louis, 
own, and for which you, the people of St.

Out near the Grand avenue bridge the 
Wabash railroad owns, and for years has 
rented out a hundred-foot strip of ground 
for $1,000 a year. That is 6 per cent on 
more than $16,000, hence that ground is 
clearly worth at least $16,000. But your As- 
sessors.coolly count that lot as worth on'y 
$3,300, and the Wabash railroad is made to 
pay taxes on less than 20 per cent of the 
property's real value, 

What owner of a home, be it a palace or a 
hovel, is permitted to pay taxes on less than 
a fifth of its real value? 

The street railways of St. Louis, although 
worth $37,987,000, are made to pay taxes on 
only $4,246,190, that is on but little more than 
one-tenth of the'r real value. 

No cry of Demagogue or Anarchist can do 
away with such facts and figures!

Iam as mindful as any man of the wisdom 
of inviting and eas improvements 
in our beloved city; let capital invested 
here, but let the competitive system pre- 
vail.

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SERIOUS BLUNDER OF WHICH wW. 
H. TAYLOR WAS VICTIM. 


WAKEN TO THE STATION-HOUSE. 


Excitable Citizen Helps: a Policeman 
and Empties ‘a Pistol at the 
Wrong Man. 


W. H. Taylor, one of the best known in- 
surance men in St. Louis, while on his way 
home last night in his buggy, driving along 
quietly on Pine street, between Second and 
Third streets, was Subjected to a fusillade 
of pistol shots, which, for the time being, 
impressed him with the idea that he was 
crossing the Spanish trocha and was being 
made the target for a]l the sharpshooters 
of the Spanish army. 

Wher. he reigned up his frightened horse 
and stopped to inquire into the cause of 
all the indiscriminate shooting, he was 
horrified to discover that some unknown 
citizen with an aim as poor as his judg- 
ment had been emptying the contents. of 
a 44-calibre revolver at him, under the im- 
py etetan that Mr. Taylor was a horsethief. 

e was still more horrified when the police- 
man who imparted this information told 
him.that he shared the belief of the un- 
known citizen with the large gun, and forth- 
with took Mr. Taylor and his horse and 
buggy to the Chestnut Street Station. 

r. Taylor, who lives at 4456 West Belle, 
is the resident agent of the _ Detroit 
Fire and Marine Insurance Co., and has an 
office at 225 Chestnut street. He usually 
stays at hjs office rather late in the evening 
to finish up the work. Last night was no 
exception, and when he started to go home 
it was close to 7:30 o’clock. 

He jumped into his storm buggy and when 
he got between Second and Third streets, 
on Chestnut street, he turned north through 
the alley, intending to go over to Pine street. 

Policeman Hamill was standing near the 
alley when Mr. Taylor turned into it. The 
officer had but a short while before been 
instructed to look out for a storm buggy 
drawn by a black horse, which had been 
driven off from the corner of Fourth and 
Chestnut streets during the afternoon by 
somebody unknown. 

The horse driven by Mr, Taylor was a 
dark bay, but in the darkness it looked 
like a black horse to the policeman, &nd 
the entire rig resembled the description of 
the stolen rig to an extent that the officer 
felt justified in making some inquiries. * 

Accordingly he started after Mr. Tay- 
lor as the latter drove through the alley. 
He shouted at the driver of the buggy to 
halt, but as Mr. Taylor is somewhat deaf, 
he did not hear the officer’s cry and a 
moment later he whipped up his horse to 
a faster gait. This, in the opinion of the 
patrolman, was proof positive that the rig 
was the stolen buggy and that the driver 
Was the thief, who was trying to escape. 
He gave chase to the fast disappearing rig, 
which turned out of the alley and went 
west in Pine street. As the officer dashed 
out of the alley at full speed in pursuit, 
he says, he encountered a citizen who ask- 
ed him what he was chasing. amill says 
he told the citizen he was chasing the 
man in the rig, who was a thief. 

Without further questioning, Hamill says, 
the citizen joined in the chase and fired five 
shots in the direction of the storm buggy. 
Fortunately, none of the bullets took effect 
in Mr. Taylor’s frame, but hearing the 
shooting he reined up his horse on Third 
street, between Pine and Olive streets, to 
discover what had caused the fusilade. He 
was the most surprised man on earth when 
Patrolman Hamill, out of breath, ran vp 
and placed him under arrest, accusing him 
of having stolen the rig-in which he was 
seated. 

Mr. Taylor readily consented- to accom- 
amped the policeman to the station. When 

e arrived at the station his identity was 
clearly established by the Sergeant in 
charge, who knows Mr. Taylor well, and he 
was immediately released with an apology 
for the temporary annoyance caused him. 
Mr. Taylor, after a searching examination 
of his person to see that none of the ex- 
cited citizen’s bullets had taken effect, re- 
entered his buggy and drove home. 

The individual who emptied his revolver 
at e: supposed thief melted away into thin 
air when he discovered that a most egreg- 
ious blunder had been made, and the police 
have been unable to discover his identity.

Early in the evening, however, Gerste- 
mauer had told. the story af his miseries 
to Dr. Reder. Whether the story be truth 
or only the vagaries of a recently deilrious 
and half-starved mind Dr. Reder is unab’e 
to determine. At any rate the story is a 
pitiful one. 

When very young Gerstmauer left a com- 
fortable home in New York to seek fame 
and fortune in the wild West, he told the 
doctor. He twice possessed enough money 
to make him comfortable for life, and twice 
squandered it upon his friends. After the 
loss of his second fortune, in Denver, Colo., 
he drifted from bad to worse. He neg- 
lected to write to his relatives, and sunk 
to the dregs. The worst time of his life 


has been during the last three years. Un- 
able to find employment, he threw himself 
to the dogs. 
not tasted food for four days, and 
on the wood pile at the foot of Iron street 
to rest. He suffered terribly from hun- 
ger, and soon sank into a drowsy slumber 
from which he awoke to find himself in the 
City Hospital.

REDUCING STREET CAR FARES AT 
CERTAIN HOURS. 


THE LOBBY IS FIGHTING IT. 


St. Louis Concerns Interested Are 
Bringing Strong Influences to 
Bear Against It. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 6—Con- 
siderable anxiety is felt among the advo- 
cates of the Dunn bill, providing for a re- 
duction of streét car fares in St. Louis 
during certain hours of the day, by reason 
of the fact that the House Committee on 
Interstate Improvements nas not yet sub- 
mitted its report. 

At a meeting held one night recently the 
committee decided to report the bill favor- 
ably, but since that time the street rail- 
way representatives have urgently com- 


plaints that they were not given a fair hear- 
ng, and ask for an opportunity to present 
their side of the question... For this reason, 
So members of the committee say, another 
meeting will be held Tuesday night, at 
which time it is expected that a delegation 
of St. Louis lobbyists will be present to 
argue against the bill. A majority of the 
committee unite in the declaration that the 
bill is a good measure and that no amount 
of argument can swerve them from their 
determitation to make a favorable report 
on the bill. However, the earnest advocates 
of the fare reduction will feel more secure 
when the favorable report {df submitted. 

It is evident that. the Dunn bill has 
aroused the St. Louis street railway people 
to a point of energetic action, and nothing 
will be omitted that promises. the early 
death of this popular measure.- Rep- 
resentative Regan of St. Louis continues to 
defend the street railway interests, but for- 
tunately his inflvence in the House is not of 
sufficient caliber to make any material 
difference. 

Representative’ Dunn and several other 
members of the St. Louis delegation say 
that they have made personal investigation 
of street railway affairs and they are pre- 
pared to state positivels that the bill ask- 
ng for a 3-cent fare during the hours in 
which the working people do the greater 
part of their traveling, is not only practi- 
cable, but is aA righteous measure that 
should prevail at all hazards. 

The fight on this bill is going to be warm 
from this time forward. There_is a general 
demand for the passage of the bill from St. 
Louis, it appears, and the lobby is going to 
=, some difficulty in changing the senti- 
ment. 

Mr. Dunn has been asked to amend his bill 
so that it will include Kansas City. He is 
averse to doing this for the reason that 
he believes it would only provoke greater 
opposition and probably result in killing 
the bill. Mr. Dunn says his first duty is to 
represent his St. Louis constituents and let 
other parts of the State come next. The 
Kansas City delegation, with probably one 
or two exceptions, would work against the 
bill, so there is but little probability of Kan- 
sas City workmen being granted any relief 
in the way of street car fare reduction.

The situation is now entirely reversed, 
Young men are now running the city and 
they are the men who are buying the real 
estate and putting up the new buildings.

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DANGER LURKS IN 


“DRCOLLETE BODICES. | 


MANY ILLNESSES ATTRIBUTED TO 
IT BEGIN TO AWAKEN A LIVE- 
LY SUSPICION OF DANGER. 


The downfall of the decollete evening 
gown may be near at hand. Indeed, its 
banishment from the realms of polite so- 
ciety seems certain, if the assertions made 
by certain investigators of the problem of 
woman’s dress are received with the can- 
dor and open-mindedness which they seem 
to deserve. Heretofore the attacks made 
upon the decollete gown have been made 
by persons who objected to its often over 
generous revelations of female loveliness. 

A woman blessed with a plump, white 
neck and gracefully rounded arms was criti- 
cised for not concealing them beneath high 
collars and tight sleeves, solely on the 
ground that the sudden termination of her 
gown betokened immodesty. The charge 
was now and then refuted, more often ig- 
nored. It has now been replaced by a more 
alarming one. Women who allow their 
necks to remain uncovered run the risk of 


losing their lives. : 

When the late Mrs, Paran Stevens of New 
York incurred a serious and, as it proved, 
fatal illness, by wearing a gown of insuf- 
ficient dimensions, and the career of this 
brilliantly conspicuous society woman was 
nbruptly terminated in consequence, socitey 
received its first intimation that evening 
dress was not the most hygienic costume in 
the worid. 

Since that time fresh confirmations of the 
theory that low decolletage is a dangerous 
thing have been not infrequently noted and 
have now led to the conclusion that the 
present system of dressing is radically 
wrong. The attempt practiced nightly, to 
remove heavy flannels, furs and _ other 
wraps and to put on their stead, thin 
costumes of silk and gauze which supply no 
covering whatever for the neck and arms, 
has proved to be based on'a mistaken idea. 

Physicians now assert that the cases of 
grippe, pneumonia and all manner of throat 
and lung troubles which are so frequent 
among fashionable women during the entire 
winter season are due almost wholly to this 
exceedingly dangerous custom of sacrific- 
ing health to beauty. In many women, the 

hest is the most delicate and sensitive por- 
ion of the whole body, yet the same wom- 
en who flee frera a suspicion of draught in 
the day time, and smother themselves in 
when going from house to carriage, 
calmly sit through an entire evening of 
chilly opera or draughty reception without 
the slightest protection. In the face of such 
defiance of hygienic laws, the effects could 
hardly have been less disastrous than ex- 
perience and observation have shown them. 

A glance at a group of typical theater and 
ball costumes will give an idea of the risks 
to which habitual opera goers subject them- 
selves. One gorgeous costume will be cut 
square-necked, both in front and back, an- 
other will have long indefinite “‘Vs,”’ a third 
bodice will resemble a corset held on by tiny 
straps over the shoulders, and so on. In 
all these cases the neck and shoulders of 
the wearer are completely exposed to chance 
currents of air, and the loss of suitable and 
customary covering is acknowledged to be 
distinctly dangerous. 

Even the substitutes for warm flannels, 
with which dressy women adorn their necks, 
Go not completely answer the purpose. A 
many stringed necklace of pearls igs not 
a wholly adequate substitute for the fur 
cape worn in the day time, and diamond or- 
Naments that completely cover the neck can 
hardly teke the place of a warm woolen 
gown, while such an absurdity as was re- 
cently seen in an opéra box, of a narrow 
sable collarette studded with diamonds. is a 
freak of fashion that sensible, every day 
people may well wonder at.

“The present system,’’ continued Dr. 
Dumesnii, warming up, “which permits any 
given number of doctors with money to ge; 
together and organize a college, s'mply for 
gain, without regard to their fitness to con- 


‘duct, or the competency of the faculty ce- 


lected, is radically wrong. Anybody with 
money to investin a college can become a 
professor in it, without regard to his*com- 
etency to instruct others. He may have got 
his diploma in another State, or in the old 
davs, when the modern requirements d‘d no: 
obtain, but, however lacking in qualifica- 
tions, there is nothing to prevent his becom- 


Now these remarks const tute what is. in 
the vernacular, “hot stuff,’ and a Sunday 
Post-D'spatch reporter decided to ‘nter- 
view some others of the profess.on, lay 
these views before them and ask for an ex- 
pression of opinion upon them. Foilowing 
are the results: 


DR. WAIT GOES DR. DUMESNIL ONE 
BETTER. 


Dr. Walter J. Wait, Coroner of St. Louis, 


not only agrees with Dr. Dumesnil, but 
even goes further in his statements con- 
cerning the need of “higher education”’ 


among some of the members of faculties of 
local medical colleges. 

“I went to school with Dr. Dumesnil,”’ 
said Dr. Wait. “His accusations are all 
right, only he does not go far enough. The 
medical profession in St. Lou's ‘s in a 
disgraceful condition. The town its over- 
loaded with medical colleges. One or two 
of them are first class, others are bad, and 
st'll others ought to be closed up. There 
is no need for half of them. They are not 
founded for the purpose of building up the 
profession or turning out better physic ans, 
but for the express turpose of making 
money and advertising the doctors who 
have money eriough to buy a professorship. 

“The course required ig three years, but 
a student, by presenting a certificate that 
he has studied one year under a country 
doctor, may be graduated in two years. 

“ ‘Grind ‘em out,’ seems to be the motto 
of most of these cheap colleges. The faster 
students are turned out with their little old 
diplomas, the more advertising the ‘pro- 
fessors’ w'l! get through them in the country 
towns, and that is what the ‘professors’ 
are after. They do not dare advertise out- 
right in the newspapers, but manage to 
evade the code of ethics by flooding the 
country with circulars setting forth the ad- 
vantages of their college, in which the‘r 
names appear in big type with a string of 
ttles. This impresses the country people, 
who think the ‘professors’ must be great 
men, and this impression is strengthened by 
the glowing reports of the fledgling doctors, 

“This sort of thing goes on the year round, 
and thus it happens second class physic‘ans 
eonnected with a one-hourse college make a 
show of suceess, through the medium of that 
connection, whereas they might never be 
heard of otherw'se outs'de of their im- 


" mediate neizhborhood. , 


“There is no doubt that there are many 
unworthy and uneducated members of medi- 
cal college faculties in this town. Under the 
present system a plowboy can spend half 
an hour a day in a country doctor's office 
for a year, come to St. Louis and then, in 
two years more, be turned loose on the com- 
munity to kill or cure. There are more doc- 
tors right now in St. Louis than there are 
saloons. Some of the medical schools ought 
to be closed up.”’ 


AND DR’ MUDD OPPOSES THE PRES- 
ENT SYSTEM, TOO, 

Dr. H. H. Mudd, Dean of the St. Louis 
Medical College, agrees with Dr. Ohmann- 
Dumesnil in many of the latter's state- 
ments. He does not believe that legisla- 
tion would remedy the evils complained of 
or that talk does any good. 

"T think that one medical college would be 
sufficient for Missouri,”’ said Dr. Mudd. 
*But I do not believe it should be a State 
institution. I think we manage _ those 
things in this country as a matter of fact 
better without political influence than with 


“The requirement that the faculty should 
ass a rigid examination as to their fitness 
instruct others would be well enough, 
but a more important factor in securing 
competent med would be to insist upon the 
students having good preliminary educa- 
tions. Well educated students would them- 
selves soon eliminate the poor schools. 

"Tl also believe that the system is wrong 
which permits any given number of men 
, for gain, with- 
out regard to their fitness,”’ 

“Do you agree with Dr. Ohmann-Dumesnil 
in his statement that some of the faculty 
in the St. Lou's colleges are so grossly 
ignorant as to excite the derision of stu- 

ents by aheir mistakes in grammar and 


se in their black-board demonstra- 
ticns”” 


“That is probably correct in some in- 
stances. Although [I know no individual 
rofessors so affilcted, I know that this 


gnorance exists. 

“T think, however, that the State Board of 
Health has adopted the best possible plan 
for obtaining a good quality of doctors. 
That is, by demanding a good preliminary 
education in students. If the schools wil! 
Support the board in this requirement the 
standard of physicians, as well as of the 
schools themselves, will be elevated. 

"The standard at present demanded tn 
Missour! is better than that in any other 
State. New York is gradually reaching our 
standard. Legislation or talk cannot help 
matters.’ ‘ 


DR. CARL BARCK’S VIEWS. 

“The question whether medical colleges 
should be State institutions, as in France 
and Germany,” said Dr. Carl Barck of the 
Marion-Sims faculty, “or private enterprises 
as in England and the United States, is not 
mainiy a medical one. It depends on the 
views held as to the duties and rights of the 
State. 

“Every civilized country considera it Its 
duty to “ae in its own hands the primary 
“vGueation of youth, as shown by the public 
achoo] syetems. If it comes to the question 
of education in one particular branch, opin- 
ions must vary. We cannot say that in these 
eountries, such as England and the United 
States, where the medical collewes are not 
State institutions, the medical profeasion as 
a whole is inferior to that in other countfies. 
Altogether I doubt whether it would act 
beneficially Im the United Btates to establish 
the medjeal colleges as State institutions. 
The questions, too, of right and duty of the 
State are legal questions. 

“Whilst this question might be left open, 
there is no doubt that every civilized coun-

Dr. Waldo Briggs did not hesitate long 
for an answer. 

“IT am surprised that Dr. Dumesnil should 
have made such a statement,” he said, after 
the situation had been outlined to him, ‘In 
My opinion the medical schools of St. Louis 
are all right. They are certainly the best | 
in this Western country, and will compare 
well with any in the United States. 

“These continual bickerings do much 
harm. I am certan that Dr. Dumesnil’s 
statement was founded on prejudice. Surely 
he does not intend to include the college 
with which he is connected. We are left to | 
infer that its faculty harbors all the bra‘ns 
there are in this community, which, from 
his standpoint, may be a very pleasant sit- 
uation to contemplate. 

“The standard of educat'on required of 
students by the -‘State Board of Health, 
if anything, is too high. They must either 
present a diploma from some school on a 
par with the Missouri State University or 
else stand an examination before a board 
appointed by the State Superintendent of 
Some of the questions asked are 
idiotic, and the failure to answer them 
keeps many good men out of our colleges. 

“Last fall a young Polander came to Si. 
Louis, where a relative of his is a member 
of the faculty of a medical college. The 
young man is well educated, but because : 
he had nothing to show for that fact. he |

“As far as members of the faculties are 
concerned, the charge that they are ignor- 
ant is both unjust and unealled for. I 
will bet Dr. Dumesnil anything reasonable 
that he has not heard a physician lecture 
in a St. Louts medical college for ten years. 
He is a skin specialist, and, wh'le he is a 
friend of mine, T will bet him $1,000 righi 
now that he can’t pass an ord'nary examina- 
— in physiology or chemistry or obstet- 
cs, 

“All of this talk about ignorant physicians 
is the outcome of rivalry and prejudice. 
Nothing more. If every physician would 
attend to his own bustmess, the medica] 
colleges of St. Louis would get along a great 
deal better "’ 


DR. LUTZ’ QUALIFIED OPINION. 
Dr. Frank J. Lutz, who is a member of 
the faculty of the Beaumont Med'cal Col- 
lege, is not so sure that these institutions 
are an tinmitigated ev'l. 

“So many medical colleges have sprung 
up in St. Louis,’’ said Dr. Lutz. “that the 
supply of teachers has not been equal to 
the demand, but it does not follow that the 
professors now engaged in teaching medi- 
cine are a lot of ignoramuses. 

“In the case of regular school teachers 
they are required to go through a course 
of preliminary training before they are al- 
lowed to engage in their profess.on. Un- 
fortunately this ‘s not true concerning men 
who teach med‘cine. A man may thorough? 
ly understand the details of his business 
or profession, and yet be unable to impart 
them to others. As I say, the supply of 
medical teachers in St. Louis is not equai 
to the demand, and for this reason jt is 
doubtless true that some incapable men 
have found their way into the faculties. 
but it is unreasonable to denounce every 
teacher as !ncompetent. 

“As for the purchase of professorships, 
I do not take much stock in that charge. 
In the case of the Beaumont Medical Col- 
lege, for example, which has been incorpor- 
ated as a permanent institution, and which 
is not a stock company, if a physician de- 
sired to become a member of the faculty 
he might be required to pay $1,000 into the 
treasury, non-returnable, but if he were a 
physician of extraordinary attainments, the 
college might have to pay him for his ser- 
vices, instead. 

“I do not believe in lowering the standard 
of education in the common branches for 
students. How are we to oBtain compe- 
tent professors in the years to come unless 
we have educated students for material? 
The professors of to*day have gained their 
experience at the expense of the students 
they have taught, just a8 Many young doc- 
tors get their experience !n hospitals at the 
expense of ‘the ves and limbs of the in- 
mates. 

“In the course of time 
will disappear. I have 
that we have everything we need in the 
medical line’ in St. Louis except a school 
where professors might be educated, and 
after a while we may get that. Who

“It seems to me,"’ said Dr. Manderbach,

who need education the most. I think Dr. 
Dumesnil is talking about something of 
which he ts not positive. There may be a 
few uneducated men in the faculties of the 
medical colleges of St. Louis, but I consider 
all with whom I am acqua'‘nted very worthy 
gentlemen. Those who are crying aloud for 
higher education are the ones who never 
went above the grammar grade in the com- 
mon schools ° 

“Among the great mass of practitioners 
there is a rying need for more education. 
In hardly any other profession is there such 
a lack of rud'mentary education as in the 
medical profession. Illiteracy ‘s always 
accompanied by narrow-mindedness, and 
narrow-mindedness creates jealousy. When 
a physician finds himself unable to cope 
with better educated members of the pro- 
fession he begins to ery aloud about the 
code of ethics. To my mind the code of 
ethics means nothing more than to be a 
gentieman. 

“lt am in favor of keep'ng up the stand- 
ard of education for students, and of put- 
ting it up to the highest polnt, but T believe 
that all this talk about illiterate professors 
is unfust.”’

This is also true of the points of accumiu- 
Jation in the Danubian provinces and the 
Russian interior points, so there is little 
danger of any lack of enough wheat to sat- 
isfy the requirements of the wheat import- 
ing countries until the new @pop is secure 1, 

The harvest in Argentine is now practi- 
cally completed and it is pretty generaliv 
conceded that her eabartabie surplus will 
be nearly, if not quite, as large as that of 
last year. 

In this country the season has been mor» 
generally favorable for the growing when‘ 


crop up to this time than any season that 
we are able to recall, and with the in- 
creased acreage would seem to indicate an 
unusually large crop. 

The wheat crop outlook for Central Eu- 
rope, Germany and Great Br'tain is unu- 
sually good, while it is hard to tell anything 
about the situation in Russia, as reports are 
so conflicting. In France the winter wheat 
acreage is undoubtedly short and the con- 
dition below the average, but as is often the 
case in that country, the shortage in the 
winter wheat will probably lead to an in- 
creased acreage in spring wheat, which 
may bring the total crop above the average. 

Europe produces, on an average, about 55 
per gent of the world’s yearly wheat crop. 
North America furnishes generally about 
one-quarter of it and the United States alone 
more than one-fifth of the entire amount. 
India has been steadily losing her prestige 
as a wheat-producing country for several 
years, while Argentine and Chili have been 
as rapidly coming to the front. The total 
of all grain crops of the world average 
about the same each year, for when the 
wheat crop is short there is always an 
abundant crop of corn or other grains. 

When some countries have bountiful har- 
vests, in others the crops may be almost a 
total failure, and so about 15 per cent of 
them change places from one country or dis- 
trict to another, keeping the general aver- 
age of breadstuffs always about the same. 

Summing up the various possibilities and 
probabilities and comparing prices with 
years of similar conditions, wheat seems to 
be worth very nearly the present prices, 
and while we are apt to have choppy mar- 
kets, owing to the good arguments on 
either side. prices are likely to return to 
very near the present level. 

The chronic bulls and bears will probably 
come out very much as the monkey and the 
parrot did, minus hair and feathers, for 
while they are having a h— of a time, 
the more conservative traders will be scoop- 
ing in the profits.

BANANAS IN A COLD WAVE. 


Strawberries Out of Season a Drug on 
the Market Unless They 
Are First-Class. 


The article 'n this column two weeks ago 
relative to the volume of business done in 
the fruit and produce line in the city of 
Baltimore during the last year, showing fig- 
ures in excess of $6,000,000, evidently does 
the Monumental City an injustice. George 
W. Bond of Baltimore, the president of the 
National League of Commission Merchants, 
from whose report: before the Boston Con- 
vention the figures were taken, writes to 
say that the figures given cover only nine 
months, and that furthermore his estimate 
applied to the operations of the members 
of the collecting oy! of that city, which 
does not embrace all the men in the trade. 
In setting up — these figures, St. 
Louis” entire business in the same line for 
oné year, and instituting a comparison, Mr. 
Bond justly claims is unfa'‘r to his city, and 
thinks the explanation is due all concerned, 
which is very true. Therefore, the question 
remains open whether Baltimore or St. 
Louis does the larger business in fruits and 
produce. Balt!more’s ocean traffic and her 
receipts of foreign fruits from fore ports, 
together with her big receipts of nanas 
by steamers, gives her a decided advantage 
in the matter of fruits. It will now be in 
order for each city to secure as actur 
as poss-ble, in dollars and cents, the busi- 
ness for 1897, and make a report at the next 
convention in Buffalo, a year hence. It may 
lead to the other cities to work along the 
same lines. 


Several letters received from Florida go to 
show that the injury has not been as bad 
as first reported. he freeze covered the 
entire northern portion of the State and ex- 
tended far south of Jacksonville—nearly 200 
miles. Most of the strawberries maturing 
were destroyed and the light shipments out 
of the State last week show damaged fruit. 
Most of the growers declare it will be three 
to four weeks before they can ship any 
more.

WHERE IS BRODIE? 


Tommy Burns Has Put a New Kink in 
Bridge Jumping. 


A greater than Steve Brodie of bridge 
jumping fame has arisen in the person of 
Tommy Burns, a diver of Liverpool, En- 
gland, who has just put a startling new 


twist on the rather overdone business of 
jumping into rivers from dazzy heights. 
Burns has been treating as many of the 
British public as happened to be on hand 
when he performed hig feats to a dive from 
the top of a swiftly moving train over the 
parapet of a bridge and into a river, the 
waters of which were a blood curdlng 
depth below. Burns made several atempis 
to perform the feat, but was prevented by 
the railroad officials. He succeeded at last, 
however, in hiding himself on the-bumpers 
of a passenger train as it was pulling out of 
Charing Cross Station to cross the ra lroad 
bridge over the Thames, en route for Dover. 
A few friends had ‘been notified to be on 
hand, and these gathered on the narrow 
footpath for pedestrians that runs by the 
side of the railroad track. When the train 
had almost reached the center of the br'dge 
Burns climbed quickly from his hiding place 
in the rear of the carriage, mounted the 
roof, and, throwing off a long overcoat that 
he wore, stood up dressed in a q@l0ose fitting 
gymnasium suit. 

At the spot selected by the diver for his 
daring feat there is between the trains and 
the parapet of the bridge a footpath about 
three feet wide. Stand'ng- up, Burns eteadied 
himself on the moving train and then 
plunged headlong over the rail. He cleared 
the parapet by so narrow a margin that the 
spectators shivered and struck the water 
head down ,makirng a very clean and grace- 
ful dive. He was pulled aboard a boat that 
was in waiting and taken ashore, show:ng 
no ill effects from this daring feat. 

The success of this first attempt convinced 
Burns that the royal] road to wealth was by 
way of *he moving train bridge jump, an 
he speedily made arrangements to repeat 
the dive in consideration of a purse gotten 
up by a select few who, in return for their 
coin, were to be present at the performance. 
This time Burns chose the Chelsea-Bat- 
tersea Bridge as the scene of his exploit. 
This bridge is not as difficult to jump from 
as the Charing Cross bridge, for the reason 
that the trains run close to the parapet, but 
the bridge is higher, and the trains, having 
been moving for some distance when they 
reach the bridge, have considerably more 
speed. 

The second attempt was as successful as 
the first.. The time was chosen so as to in- 
sure the tide being on the ebb, and at the 
egrees moment Burns appeared on the top 
of a ‘rain that was crossing the br'dge from 
the Chelsea Station. Once the train was 
fairiy on the bridge Burns stood up and took 
a clean header for the water. It was a 
splendid dive, and the spectators cheered 
the daring diver to the echo. He was rowed 
ashore a particularly jubilant man, 

Burns is now out with a challenge to any 
bridge jumper in the world to equal his feat, 
and so far no one has appeared who is will- 
ing to take the risk. urns has expressed 
his intention of cone to America and re- 
peating the feat here if he cannot find any- 
one in England with nerve enough to ac- 
cepy his challenge. He will probably learn 
a lesson on the difference in speed between 
fens wee American trains should he keep 
word, 


THINKS HE HAS IT. 


Another Inventor of a Puncture Proof 
Bicycle Tire. 


Joseph Dolles of Chester, Ill., an expert 
wheelman from this city, has received no- 
tice from the United States Patent Office at 
Washington that his application for a pat- 


ent on a puncture-proof bicycle tire has 
been allowed. For more than a year Mr. 
Dollies has been putting his ideas to work 
to discover some means by which a pneu- 
matic tire could be made puncture-proof, 
knowing that if euch a tire could be made 
the bicycle riders would be saved much an- 
noyance and expense; There have been 
many puncture-proof tires tried, but none 
ever ve satisfaction, Mr, Dolles, how- 
ever feels confident that his invention will 
fill the bill, His novelty will not be made 
ublic for some time yet, as he intends to 
ake out letters in Europe also, for which 
purpose he is looking for some capitalist 
who will furnish the money for a share in 
the proceeds derived from the patnet. The 
invention is very simple and apparently 
practicable; can be made in either single 
or double tube tire, either light or strong, 
for bicycle or larger vehicles, and will not 
add to the weight of a tire. The improve- 
ment is a novel idea and will add little or 
nothing to the cost of manufacturing a tire. 


IT GOES BY GAS. 


A New Bicycle Motor Which Promises 
to Succeed. 


A successful bicycle motor has at last 
been invented. Ever since bicycling became 
@ popular craze inventors have been rack- 
ing their’ brains and makihg experiments 
in vain endeavors to devise some power 
which should propel the bicycle and allow 
the rider to do nothing more laborious than 
guide the ine. 
The inventor of this equipment has worked 
on an entirely new principle. He has final- 
ly arrived at a result which will be the sal- 
vation of many frail women who must, if 
they ride at all, pedal their own wheel, and 
by so doing take too violent exercise and 
mere rather than benefit themselves. 

ith the motor bicycle, however, they can 
simply mount their wheels, set the motor in 
operation by the simple turning of a smail 
stopeock, and, with feet on the foot rests 
wheel away over. hill and dale; as far and

BOATS’ SPEED INCREASED. 


Film of Petroleum Spread Below the 
Water Line. 


When the steam vacht races of the Illini 
Boat Club take place this spring there may 
be a novel accelerator added to several of 
the boats, 

The Navy Department, in Washington, is 


nvestignting a new invention and so far 
the results have been very flattering. 

The invention consists of a mechanism 
which envelops the submerged portion of a 
boat with a film of oll, thus reducing fric- 
tion and overcoming to a large degree the re- 
sistance of the water. 

A series of tron flanges are fastened along 
the bottom and sides of the boat below the 
water line, in which are inserted sheets of 
woven wire netting, lathing or sheet iron, 
covered with an absor t composition sat- 
urated with oil, The flanges have a semicir- 
cular covering on top, ow which runs 4 
finely perforated pipe, which ejects a fine 
spray of oil against the inside of the flange 
and on to the sheets, from which it spreads 
downward. 

The oil is not carried away by the water, 
but through capillary attraction is 8 read, 
thus keeping the boat’s hull ased without 
any waste of oll. It is sai hat the com- 
position is a perfect carrier of oil under the 
surface of the water, a feature which has 
never before been achieved and which will 
make oil rform below the water line the 
same service that it does in quelling a rough 
s 


ea. 
It is said for the invention that, applied 
to any vessel, either steam or sailing, it will 
increase the speed by at least twenty-five 
per cent without augmenting the amount of 
machinery or the expenditure of fuel.

to the rear wheel. The explosive fluid 
carried in the tank beneath the saddle is 
turned into the pipe leading to the motor 
by means of a small stopcock placed in 
the pipe within easy reach of. a person 
sitting on the saddle. 

When the rider wishes to run the ma- 
chine with foot power a simple turn of the 
stopcock in the feed pipe stops the flow 
of fluid into the motor and the machine 
gradually comes to a stop. The ratchet is 
then opened, the driving rod detached and 
the rider can pedal until again ready to 
set the motor in operation. 

The speed of this curious motor bicycle 
is regulated entirely by the flow of fluid 
from the supply cylinder into the motor. 
This flow can be lessened or increased by 
means of the stopcock before referred to. 
Just what kind of motor is used or what 
the nature of the explosive fluid is the 
inventor does not make public, but from 
recent experiments the practicability of 
this new motorcycle has been demon- 
strated.

Then seek out 
from among your friends the riders of 
these respective wheels and inquire con- 
cerning the merit of their mounts. 

You will find approbation and disappro- 
bation; you will hear minute details magni- 
fled and glaring faults condoned. But heed 
steadfastly the principle on which you first 
proceeded—that of elimination, and you will 
atlength discover the bicycle that possesses 
the minimum number of drawbacks and im- 
perfections and the maximum number of 
excellences. 

Such a wheel will, of course, embody de- 
tails which are universally accepted as im- 

rovements and standards of good mechan- 
sm—such as 5 per cent steel tubing for 
frame construction, flush joints, Y-shaped 
slot, separable one-piece crank shaft, self- 
oiling chain, detachable sprockets, barrel 
hubs, banishment of oll-holes from runnin 
gear, laminated. wood rims, double for 
crown, etc.

TO BREAK A WILL. 


Relatives of the Late Millionaire Hop- 
kins Have Brought Suit. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Feb. 6.—Twenty-nine 
relatives of the late millionaire, Charles 
Grandison Hopkins, to-day filed papers in a 
suit in the Circuit Court here to break his 
will. Hopkins died last fall, and his will 
bequeathed his estate to his secretary and 
his housekeeper, leaving but small bequests 
to his relatives.

The microbe is responsible for all manner 


of deviltry. The microbe is a moderms institu- 
tion. That is to say, while it has heen 
with us ever since mankind lived in caves, 
thousands of years ago, it did its nefarious 
work so secretly and was so unobtrusive in 
its habits that its existence was never even 
suspected until of recent years, The ills 
which afflict mankind have been variously 
attributed to the judgment of God, the 
machinations of the Devil and of witches, 
conjurers and hoodoos and various other 
causes, while all the time the merry Kttle 
microbe, laughing in its sleeve at the ignor- 
ance of mankind; was going about doing 
its evil work almost unchecked. 

'. But all that is past now. The modern

It 
permeates the air we breathe, and invades 
even the sanctuary, making its lair in the 
very communion cup, in the pew cushions, 
and the leaves of the Bible and hymn books, 
ready to spring upon and undo the unwary.

mous squib might be revised to read: 


The June bug has a gaudy wing, 
The lightning bug has fame, 

The microbe has no friends at all, 
But he gets there just the same. 


New microbes are being discovered all 


the time. The very newest is the mi- 
crobe of the common, everyday cold in the 


head or lungs. People have attributed the 
cold to sudden changes of temperature, to 
insufficient clothing, exposure to draughts, 
overheating of the body. These are only 
exciting causes. If it were not that the 
alert microbe is there waiting his chance 
no harm would result from these expos- 
‘ures, 

Dr. A. N. Ravold, who, as consulting 
bacteriologist of the Health Department 
of St. Louis, spends most of his time 
studying the microbe, is authority for the 
statement that the cold microbe really 
exists and has its being. Dr. Ravold has 
spores of all kinds on exhibition all the’ 
time. If you want to get acquainted with 
tubercular bacilli, the diphtheric germ or 
the typhoid fever spore, Dr.-Ravold will 
bring out a tube and give you an introduc- 
tion most any time. 

The cold microbe has been caught and 
fully identified. There are several of him. 
One gives you the common cold in the

head, another locates in the lungs, anoth- 
er causes pneumonia, and another la 
grippe. There are more than these four, 
and they follow the scriptural injunction 
to do whatever their hands find to do, 
They are with us all the time. Some score” 
of different breeds of bacteria reside in 
the nose at all fimes, and the mouth forms 
a habitation for 8 or more other kinds, 
half of which are capable of doing serious 
mischief if the conditions are favorable. 

Conditions are everything. So long as man 
does not overheat himself (or exert himself) 
or expose himself to draughts, or wear im- 
proper clothing, the bacilli have no chance 
at him. But when the body becomes over- 
heated, the microbes are on the alert, and

‘The Chinese New Year festivities began 
They will be observed by the 
devout more or less for a full month.

Velocity of Pigeon Flight. 


Believing that the current estimat 
the velocity of flight of pigeons were not 
accurate, C. B. Keene has n making new 
measurements of it. He found that, while 
some birds could maintain a speed of about 
1,170 yards a minute, the speed of the ma- 
jority, or 73 per cent of those observed, 
was between about 860 .and 1,170 yards a 
minute. The highest speed observed by 
him of young pigeons was about 1,363 yards 
a minute. elix Rodenbach, who has also 
made careful observations, believes in the 
possibility of pigeons fiying seventy-two 
miles an hour. Observation shows that 
they fly perceptibly faster than the best 
express trains.

MASSES OF THE PRECIOUS METAL 
HELD IN SOLUTION IN 
THE BRINY DEEP. 


According to Prof. Liversidge of Sydney 
University, Australia, the ocean is not only 
salty, but it is golden. From his recent in- 
vestigations it seems that the amount of 
gold in solution in the briny deep is 80 
enormous as to be beyond conception. ‘The 
London Lancet has recently been comment- 
ing on Prof. Liversidge’s figures and has 
made some estimates regarding the amount 
of gold that awaits the fortunate man who 
discovers some cheap way to secure it. 
Prof. Liversidge found from one-half to 
a full grain of gold in each ton of water 
taken from the ocean off the coast of New 
South Wales, This is not in iteseif a large 
amount, but, when the vast quantity of sea 
water is considered, that grain of gold mul- 
tiplies at a gratifying rate. There would be 
from 130 to 260 tons of gold in a cubic mile 
of sea water. As the ocean is severa] miles 


deep in most places, it will readily be seen 
that a man with a title to a mile uare 
where the ocean is deepest would have 
enough gold.in his claim to make him in- 
dependently rich if he could only secure it. 
A thousand tons of gold would be enough 
for any man of modest taste whose family 
is ze too expensive. 
down approximately at 400,000,000 cubic miles. 
This would mean that there are 100,000,000 
tons of gold in solution in the ocean not do- 
ing a bit of good while people are starvin 
for what gold would buy. However, if i 
were all secured at once and 
market the precious metal would depreciate 
in value and in future years the world 
would perhaps hear of the agitator for the 
free coinage of gold at some ratio out of 
harmony with its intrinsic value. 

In discussing the proposition the Lancet 


says: 

“If only a loadstone for gold could be 
found which would attract gold and separ- 
ate it from its solution doubtless a very 
important stimulus would be given to the 
dividend-earning capacity of our ocean 
liners. Thus, in addition to carrying passen- 
gers and cargo, they would plough the deep 
to reap a rich harvest each passage by 
hanging a dredger, so to speak, astern, 
which at the end of the voyage would be 
relieved of its auriferous and valuable col- 
lection. We fear, however, that the precious 
metal will not be recovered from the sea 
as easily as this, considering its strong af- 
finity for the salts of sea water.”’ 

When the value of the gold in the ocean 
is put into dollars the figures are even 
more astounding and prove that the sea 
is a gold mine possessing untold wealth. 
When compared with it the gold fields of 
California and Africa seem insignificant. 
A ton of gold is worth about ,000. If 
there is one grain of gold in each ton of 
sea water, the amount of seventy-five mill- 
ion billion dollars ($75,000,000,000,000,000) is 
hidden in old ocean. 

This is a million times what all the prop- 
erty in the United States ig worth, and the 
United States is the wealthiest nation in 
the world. But to get his gold by the long 
and expensive process that Prof. Liver- 
sidge employed would cost a thousand 
times more than it ig worth. 

The first intimation that gold was in the 
sea water in solution came from Prof. 
Wurtz in 1866. His conclusions were not 
regarded as final, and as other investiga- 
tors afterwards failed to find any trace of 
the yellow metal in the brine, some scien-
